THE JAPANESE CABINET. 


Important Changes Among the 
Mikado’s Ministers. 

Yorouama, Dec. 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] There has been a recon- 
struction of the Ministry which is intended 
to give ultimate effect to the purposes with 
which Gen. Count Yamagata Aritorno was 
sent on his long visit to Europe, namely, to 
introduce European methods in a largor de- 
gree into the legal and administrative sys- 
tem.

Big gangs of men Will Be sent out today, 
and the work of repaisigg/ the damage will 
be pushed as rapidly ad possible.

ALONG THE RIVER,

day, and several of them came near losing 
— lives by wading too far out into the 
river. 

The damage done to the levees cannot be 
estimated at present, but it is considerable. 
The first break in the levee on the west side 
of the river was just below the Santa Fé 
briage next tothe Buena Vista-street bridge. 
About 100 feet of track and levee were swept 
away, but General 1 a Wade and 
men were on hand, by. placing sand 
bags and brush in the break they kept the 
water in check.

THE TTOOD ED SRCTION. 

There were several small breaks in the 
levee on the east side of the river, between 
the Kuhrts-street bridge and the Yuma 
division bridge, and the ice land in that 
vicinity was de hours. 

There are several breaks in the levee be- 
low the Kubrts-street bridge. There the 
water burrowed under the boards and cut 
away the sand. The largest cut is about 
500 feet in extent, and rans back through 
the levee about 60 feet.

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OF STREETS. 

There ought to be some authority for 
giving Hames to streets. A matter of 
that importance ought not to be left to 
the whim or caprice of any individual 
who may wish in that manner to give 
notoriety to his on unpronounceable 
and ridiculous cognomen. This happy 
thought of becoming conspicuous 
seems to have been seized upon by a 
goodly number of enterprising resi- 
dentsin this angelic metropolis. A 
person happening to own land in 
some quarter of the city attaches his 
name to a principal street running 
rough it, and that name is at once 
adopted by the municipal authorities! 
These names, in some instances, are 
most difficult to remember. They are, 
doubtless, familiar to the possessors of 
them, but the great public can only 
become so after a long time and great 
annoyance. For example, *‘Marches- 
sault” may bea well-known name to 
Mr. Marchessault and his immediate 
friends, and Mr. Foudickar may 
know his own name very well, but 
they ought first to become conspicuous 
in some other way before the public is 
punished by having them attached to 
‘streets. Either of these gentlemen 
may be a good citizen, but it does not 
follow that a most unhandy name 
must, on that account, be forever at- 
tached toa public street of this city. 

The time to correct this bad practice 
is while the street is new, and the com- 
mittee of the Council having this mat- 
ter in charge cannot too carefully look 
after it. Mr. Beaudry was once Mayor, 
and isa worthy aod enterprising citi- 
zen; it is therefore proper that he 
should have a street named after him, 
but when it comes to naming two 
atreeta. for Mr. Beaudry the thing is 
carried too far. There is Beaudry 
street and Beaudry avenue, and for 
anght we know, Beaudry alley and 
Beaudry lane. One ought to suffice, 
and other names be found or invented 
for the balance. A name easily re- 
membered is a great advantage toa 
street, and a name not easily remem- 
bered equally disadvantageous. A 
good name, therefore, to a street is of 
real pecuniary value to it, and a bad 
name a positive damage.

CLOSER RELATIONS WITH CANADA 


There are many questions now 
pressing for solution in the United 
States, upon which our relations with 
Canada have a bearing. Erastus 
Wiman, a vative Canadian, resident in 
the United States for a quarter of a 
century, who has given the subject of 
closer relations between the two coun- 
tries much attention, expresses him- 
self as profoundly impressed with the 
importance of the whole question to the 
people of the United States, especially 
as affecting the following matters: 

A supply of free raw material. 

A larger market for manufactures. 

A new feld for an expansion of trade. 

A provision for immigration. 

A regulation of railroad transportation. 

A permanent settiement of the fishery 
question and other complications such as 
might imperil the friendliness in tne rela- 
——— * the United States and Great 

There is great significance in tbe 
fact that the Liberal party in Canada, 
now in opposition to the Tory govern- 
ment, has adopted as the sole plank in 
its platform: Closer Relations with the 
United States. Inasmuch as this party, 
though in opposition, represents a 
majority of the voters, and as a general 
election must be held within a short 
time, it is important to understand the 
conditions that prévail with a view to 
affording encouragement to a move- 
ment that may have a very important 
influence upon a large portion of the 
continent.

In the latter pamphlet Mr. Wiman Y 


says that of all things which a great 
majority of the Canadians desire, the 
most important is, that they should 
have an open market in the United 
States for their products, and that they 
should be enabled to buy here in the 
cheaper manufactures which the United 
States can furnish and which Canada 
requires, she at the same time supply- 
ing free raw material which the United 
States needs, and Canada can furnish, 


such as lumber, coal, iron, wool, 
fish, copper, potatoes, barley, 
oats, etc. The experience of 


the Reciprocity Treaty which termina- 
ted in 1865 was a great object lesson 
to Canadians, During the 10 years of 
that treaty no country in the world 
prospered more than did Canada. 
Everything that she had to sell was 
disposed of at the best possible prices 
then prevalent, and toa near-by mar- 
ket, which absorbed with rapidity and 
profitall that Canada had to spare. 
The consequence was, that every 
farmer in the country, every 
fisherman, lumberman and miner, 
was benefited, and through- 
out Ontario, especially, evidence 
of this prosperity was seen on every 
hand, by the erection of substantial 
farm dwellings, barns, improved roads, 
and the general thrift and prosperity 
of the country. If such were the 
effects in 10 years of a free market for 
the natural products of Canada, sent 
into a market with consumers only 
half as numerous as they now are, and 
with manufactures not nearly so do- 
veloped as at present, it is easy to 
foresee that the consequences of an 
open market now would be even more 
advantageous. 

We may expect to see the question 
of closer relations between the United 
States and Canada assume much prom- 
inence at an early date.

‘Upon first hatching,” says 
Insect Life, it crawls actively about 
in search of a suitable spot at which 
to enter the fruit; it then gnaws its 
way in, turns its head toward the 
opening and closes it with silk, some- 
times pushing its excrement outside 
and then. burrowing to the stone and 
making a large excavation around it.“ 
The way in which infested fruit may 
be recognized is as follows: 

First—It becomes soft and may be 
crushed by a slight ure on account of 
the central excavatio 

Second—It has usually a small cluster of 
yellowish brown excrement on its surface. 

Third—It bears itregalar patches of a 
grayish-yellow or reddish-blue color. 

From three to four years is required 
forthe larva to attain full growth. 
Leaving the fruity it then falls to the 
ground which it enters to a depth of 
one or twoinches. There it makes a 
very strong and elastic oval cocoon of 
light-gray silk. It is stated that the 
larva of the second brood stays within 
the cocoon in the larval state through 
the winter, and changes to pupa in the 
month of May, while the larva of the 
first brood remains within this cocoon 
about a week, gud then changes to 
pupa.

AvuGusTA (Ga.), Dec. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) When Ufficers Williams and 
Crawford went to arrest a party of drunken 
negroes today they :resisted, disarmed the 
policemén and beat them badly with their 
clubs.. The police were subsequently rein- 
forced and half a dozen negro ringleaders

L. N. Bailey of Wynola writes to the 
Julian Sentinel regarding the varicties 
of apples best to plant in that region. 
Among other things he says: Many 
varieties considered choice apples. in 
the Eastern States are almost worth- 
less here, among which I will name 
the golden and Roxbury russets. And 
many good winter varieties that we all 
thought so good in the latter months 
of winter and early spring back in our 
eastern homes, we find, after planting 
and waiting for them to fruit, that 
they are fall and early winter apples. 
among which I will name the Baidwin 
and Rhode Island greening. 

In my orchard I have 12 or 13 vari- 
eties, and out of the lot only three that 
Icun recommend as coming near up 
to what we want. They are Rawel’s 
Jennet, Ben Davis and Winesap.

HIS FIFTY YEARS. 


ENTHUSIASTIC GREETING TO 
4A & POPULAR CLERGYMAN, 


A Pleasant Testimonial of the Re- 
spect in Which Rev. E. L. Con- 

der Is Held—Beautifal Floral 

Decorations—Tno Speeches. 


For a brief moment yesterday after- 
noon and evening Jupiter Pluvius sus- 
pended the operations of his sprinkling 
cart, out of regard, it would appear, 
for the important event which was to 
be celebrated by our Universalist 
friends—the fiftieth birthday of their 
excellent pastor, the Rev. E. L. Conger.

Thomas Van Ness, superintendent of 
the work of the Unitarian Association 
on this coast; and Rev. G. A. Ottman, 
rector of All Saints’ Church, Pasadena. 

Mr. Conger and his excellent wife, 
assisted by Father and Mrs. Throop, 
Mr. and Mrs. H. M. Conger, Mrs. E. C. 
moe ge Mrs. M. K. Phelps, and Mr. 
and Mrs. A. B. Manahan, recsived 
their friends in front of the pulpit. 

After greetings and congratulations 
and an hour spent in social converse 
the company was escorted to the lec- 
ture-room below, where plates had been 
laid for ail. 

One would think that the rains of the 
last few days must have destroyed the 
last vestige of Pasadena’s floral beauty 
but here it seemed as if flowers had 
sprung up by magic to grace the 2 
so elegantly and profusely were the 
tables adorned. 

The most conspicuous ornament was 
in front of the seat of the honored 
guest. 

Standing on a little mound of green- 
ery, surrounded bya double row of 
wax candles numbering just 50 lights, 
was a miniature cradle made trom 
flowers and smilax.

also of flowers and smilax, in the cen- 
ter of which in goiden figures, was the 
talismanic number of the bour—50.

Knight, master of ceremonies, called 
on Rev. Van Ness to invoke the divine 
blessing, after which for an hour the

He 
spoke advent here 
in sPesadene: -of his —finding 
friends and warm hearts among the 
people of this parish; of the work done 

y the pastor; said that while bis 
words were eloquent and timely, his 
deeds and life in this community were 
greater than all else. 

His remarks were followed by an ad- 
mirably-rendered piano solo, by Miss 
Klipstein. 
Rev. Mr. Ottman, who was then in- 
troduced, spoke of the fraternal d 
fellowship which had always been 
shown to himself by the recipient of 
tonight’s honors. He said that Mr. 
Conger was one of the three ministers 
of Pasadena who had shown him any 
courtesy. He wished to testify to the 
fact that among those of whose views 
the speaker had knowledge Mr. Conger 
was universally respected; in the com- 
munity he was universally honored, 
and by the people of his parish (as this 
gathering shows) he was universally 
loved. 
Father Throop made a characteris- 
tic, pungent and telling speech. He is 
always at home when the Universalist 
Church of Pasadena or its pastor is the 
theme. He spoke of the difficulties 
amid which this church was founded, 
and of its struggles to attain its present 
position. He eulogized the broad 
spirit of the denomination and its hu- 
mauizing influences. His remarks 
were received with great satisfaction. 
Rev. Van Ness gave some humorous 
anecdotes, which were received with 
much favor. The point of his speech 
was that while the call is great for 
more sympathy and fraternal feeling 
among all churches, it is especially im- 
= that there should be a stronger 
nd of union between the liberal 
denominations. 
Dr. Fay rose amid much enthusiasm, 
but it is impossibte to report him.

Bad Waters—Tke Scovilic Dam «a 
ning of the Past. 

The sterm upto last night was, ac- 
cording to an old resident, the worst 
in this vicinity since 1861. Whether 
this is so or not it is bad enough, and 
thousands of dollars have been washed 
away in as many hours. All day on 
the 24th the rain fell steadily and 
at 7:30 a ular downpour set in, last- 
ing seve hours. is was inthe 
nature of a cloudburst, and the water, 
unable to find vent in the earth, began 
to roll away over the surface, and 
soon all the streets where there was an 
incline became the bed of ariver. Or-

try. An ominous roar from the arroyo 
now attracted the attention of those 
brave enough to be out.

pied a long time and the expendi- 
ture of thousands of dollars was 
swept out of existence.
